Thk rejection of tbo iiords' araond- 
tnanta to the Irish Church DisoPtabliBho 
mont Bill by llio Commons, will surely 
bring matterfi to a deadiocli, and, perhaps, 
weaken tho oo-ordinale power posaossod 
by the Upper House. Both Mr. Glad- 
BtooV and Mr.' Bright, in opposing the 
amendtneBla, were wondorfally moderate 
in'thelr ton«, and the latter geniieman 
ondertook to. explain the objectionable 
clanseB in his Blrmingbam letter. Ho 
disclaimed any intention of threatening 
"the Lords. He meant to Bay, be biates, 
tEat popular pressure would be brouglj*' 
to tear upon the Lords, before w»ch 
tljeymuBt either yield or expire «• 
legislative body. The explauat ^"^'^ 
not mend matters. Tho lorda-who 
thought that Government ioierferenco 
with their prerogatives .vas what Mr. 
Bright threatened— to^" tbo most chari- 
table view of it ; f^r certainly politics in 
Euglttud hiivo ti^ink to a very low ebb 
indeed when a Cabinet Minister is louud 
to menauo a eo-ordinute branch of tbo 
Legislature wlih popular vengeance! 
The remarks of Mr. Disraeli and Mr. 
Gathoriie Hurdy, who led Llio (l.-hu«e 
upon the Couserv.ilive side of the House, 
evince how intensely bitter ilio coutt'^^t 
baa boCOQie over tho groat quesiiun. 
They oppoar to feel, however, ihut, one 
way cr tbo oiher, ihe Ir i.sh Cliureb i- 
doomed ; and but f< r tho dread which 
they share that the next blow will be 
aimed at the Church E-itablishaioms 
ot England uad Scotland, It is evi- 
dent they vroald abandon the tiold 
It will bo a fortunate circumstance for 
tbe country if, in the general overthrow 
of Establiabments, ibe Upper H mse 
shall emerge from the wreck with iin 
powern uiiimpaifJ. 

The Britisli Miui:.vry, wliiuh boastf. 
of largo majority, is sometimes liablo 
to tho chastening efTect of an ocoasiomil 
defeat. An Engliab paper says :— "Tlie 
Government sustained a severe and 
well merited I defeat iu the H >uso of 
Commons yesterday. They oppnsed 
the Becond reading of a hill br mght 
forward by Mr. 0, Heed, of Hackney, 
and Mr. S. B. Gravoe, of Liverpool, 
exempting Sunday and ragged scho 'Is 
from the payment of rates. Tho mea- 
sure was read a second time, however, 
in spite of Mini-ierial opposition, the 
division being 228 to 71. To be de- 
feated by a mujoriiy of three to one in 
a large house must be annoying and 
humiliating to the Ministry." These 
experiences are useful. All govern- 
ments need a check at times. Defeats 
inspire greater caution and respect for 
tho feelings of both their own general 
Bopportors and tlio minor i'y, and re- 
commend a larger amouoi ut ciio in 
dealing with purticuUir inicresls, wliicb, 
though not very iniportantolooking, 
cannot bo treated in a cavalier t-pira 
with safety to tbe public. 

The Ottawa Citizen of Jane 28th 
says :— At tho Privy Oouncil meeting 
yesterday, several matters conneoted 

■with tho Cujiloms Deparlnnentj wore 
Under considot iii ion. "Wo understand 
that several ports in Now Brunswick 
and Nova Scotia wero constituted Oui- 
ports, 80 as to apply to them the pro- 
visions of ilie i^c|)orl of tho Civil Ser- 
vice CommisMiiinors ; ihoso OiU-ports 
to he grouped round a I'orl, of Kn'ry, 
and tbo rotunis rt'<iuired from thoiu very 
much simplifud, Thi8 arrungcmeul 
will be bcntQcial to the ofTicord in 
charge of tboHoOul-porls, as bringint; 
them under tho otierution of tbo Civil 
Service Act, whiUi at tbo same time it 
will prevent unnecessury expense to the 
Government.
